Catholic board 
to close three 
local schools 


Students 
consolidated. ECS 

moves forward with 
$25.7 million new 
school on existing site

Edmonton’s Catholic school 
board will close three local 
schools in favour of consoli¬ 
dating students to one central 
campus. 

On Tuesday, Catholic school 
trustees agreed to close St. 
Brendan, St. James and St. 
Kevin Schools, while voting to 
keep a fourth school, St. Gab¬ 
riel, open. 

In Januaiy, Alberta Edu¬ 
cation Minister Jefif Johnson 
announced $25.7 million in 


funding for a new K-to-9 facility 
to replace two or more under¬ 
utilized schools in a mature Ed¬ 
monton neighbourhood. 

The board approved a mo¬ 
tion in March to consider clos¬ 
ure of the four schools, which 
had a combined utihzation rate 
of 39 per cent and more than 
1,500 vacant student. 

While the board faced frus¬ 
trated parents and conummity 
members during the public 
meeting process, trustee Deb¬ 
bie Engel said the board had to 
think of the district as a whole. 

“We have a $430 million 
budget. We have 38,000 chil¬ 
dren to consider and we have to 
do what’s best with our money 
and what’s educationally best 
for our children,” she said. 

Board chair Cindy Olsen 
said the district can expect the 
new school to open September 
2016. 

Olsen said though the deci¬ 


sion was difficult, the board 
would now work to figure out 
what the consohdated school 
would look like with three 
schools being closed. 

“1 am sure eveiy trustee, in¬ 
cluding myself, agonized over 
this,” she added. 

Lanna Brenneis, president 
of the Greater Hardisty Com¬ 
munity Sustainability Coahtion 
and St. Gabriel parent said she 
was thrilled and relieved with 
the board’s decision to keep 
her community school open. 

“I was quite nervous that 
they would feel like it was an 
all-or-nothing approach they 
had to take. I’m just so reheved 
that they didn’t,” Brenneis said. 

Moving forward, the moth¬ 
er of two said the community 
wiU look to alternative ways 
to keep their school open, hke 
increased enrolment or right- 
sizing the school. “Our work’s 
not over,” she said.

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Education funding 


Province should 
fund full-day 
kindergarten: 

EG trustees 

Edmonton’s Catholic 
School district will con¬ 
tinue to fund 23 full-day 
kindergarten programs 
throughout the city, while 
trustees demand the prov¬ 
ince step up to fund the 
program. 

ECS trustees approved 
a $436-million budget 
Tuesday for the 2014- 
2015 school year, which 
included $1.3 milhon in 
funding for 42 full-day 
kindergarten programs at 
23 different sites. 

While the board ap¬ 
proved funding, several 
trustees voiced their frus¬ 
tration with the province, 
including trustee Debbie 
Engel. 

“The government 
made a promise to full-day 
kindergarten because they 
truly beheve, especially for 
children that are vulner¬ 
able, (it’s) key to long-term 
success,” Engel said. 

Noting the program is 
being offered in 23 district 
sites, Engel said the district 
needs to lobby the province 
to fund those programs. 

Trustee John Acheson 
echoed Engel’s concern. 

“I don’t think we should 
be financing full-day 
kindergarten. That’s a 
provincial responsibihty,” 
he said. 

While superintendent 
Joan Carr called the new 
budget a “good one,” trust¬ 
ee Marilyn Bergstra said 
the provincial cuts over 
the last several years have 
led to a serious shortfall in 
district funding. 

The school board will 
see a 2.7-per-cent enrol¬ 
ment increase next year.

Development on surplus 
school sites to proceed 


Advanced warning. 

Council votes to require 
signs so residents know 
change is coming 


The city will continue to build 
homes on surplus school 
sites, but future neighbours 
will at least have more infor¬ 
mation that a development is 
coming. 

After reviewing the con¬ 
troversial First Place Program 

— which is turning school 
sites into affordable housing 

— councillors voted Tuesday 


to keep the program but also 
to require that a large sign be 
posted on any current surplus 
school sites where projects 
might go ahead. 

Heather Ferguson lives 
in the Twin Brooks area and 
was one of many pleading 
with council to change the 
program. She said a sign isn’t 
going to help her neighbour¬ 
hood. 

“For those of us who all 
bought predating that, we 
all bought with the notion 
that would be public space,” 
she said. “That isn’t land to 
be made into private homes. 
Period.” 

A portion of Twin Brooks 
Park is a surplus school site 
and the city is planning to 
sell the land for affordable

housing. 

Ferguson said developers 
of the area gave up the land 
for a school, as part of the de¬ 
velopment and homebuyers 
then paid that cost. She said 
city council shouldn’t see it as 
land for the taking. 


“It isn’t their land to do as 
they wish,” she said. “People 
buy with the good faith that 
either that school will come 
or it will be green space.” 

Coun. Andrew Knack said 
the city is embracing infill de¬ 
velopment, because it saves 
money down the line and the 
city can’t back away now. 

“Eveiy person across the 
city has to start thinking dif¬ 
ferently about infill and high¬ 
er density,” he said. 

He said he hoped the ad¬ 
vanced warning would take 
away the shock some people 
receive, but the city needs to 
proceed with the program. 

“This motion says that we 
still need this program. In 
fact, we need to do more of 
it.”

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New downtown campus for NorQuest 
vital for the province, says premier 



The latest addition to Edmon¬ 
ton’s downtown campus com¬ 
munity was unveiled Tuesday, 
as Premier Dave Hancock broke 
groimd on NorQuest College’s 
new Centre for Learning. 

The $190-million building, 
with $170 million in funding 
coming from the province, will 
bring students from across the 
city to downtown. 

“The construction efforts 
that we are about to begin will 
allow us to consolidate our (five) 
dispersed Edmonton campuses 


into one central downtown lo¬ 
cation,” said NorQuest CEO and 
president Dr. Jodi Abbott. 

Planned to open in 2017, the 
new building will include 24 
classrooms, 27 labs, a daycare 
and a new hbraiy. 

With the majority of stu¬ 
dents at the college being new 
Albertans, Hancock said, the 
new building has a vital role to 
play in Campus Alberta. 

“If people look at how you 
create the full circle of educa¬ 
tional opportunities in post- 


secondaiy, you have to focus 
on early ent^ and literacy right 
through the spectrum of PhDs 
and nuclear physicists,” he said. 

NorQuest College is Edmon¬ 
ton’s community college, serv¬ 
ing 8,500 students annually 
throughout the province in full¬ 
time, part-time, distance learn¬ 
ing and regional programs. 

The new building will allow 
NorQuest to serve 11,000 stu¬ 
dents throughout the province 
by 2017.

City to make direct 
case on covenants

City councillors are asking for 
a face-to-face meeting with the 
CEO of Sobeys, in yet another 
effort to remove restrictive 
covenants on former groceiy 
stores. 

The city has several for¬ 
mer Safeway stores where the 
covenants in place on the prop¬ 
erty prevent another groceiy 
store from opening in the old 
location. 

In the past, the city has im- 
successfuUy sought to have the 
provincial government change 
the law. Most recently, the city 
asked the competition bureau 
to force the companies to give 
up the covenants as part of a 
sale of Safeway to Sobeys, but 
the bureau also declined. 

Coun. Andrew Knack said 
he understands the limitations.

The competition bureau required Sobeys 
to sell four stores in Edmonton when it 
purchased Safeway. Those stores have 
been purchased by Co-op. 

but believes the city has to take 
eveiy opportunity possible. 

“We have explored other op¬ 
tions as a city and this is an op¬ 
tion that we haven’t explored,” 
he said. 

A groceiy store has opened 
in the former Petroha MaU lo¬ 
cation, which had a caveat in 
place that eventually expired. 

Coun. Scott McKeen said 
he doubts the meeting will do 
any good, because unfortu¬ 
nately the covenants are good 
business. “The CEO will not do 
anything that would put the 
shareholders in any financial 
risk,” he said. 

City manager Simon Ear- 
brother also expressed skepti¬ 
cism and suggested continued 
public pressure could accom¬ 
plish more. “It’s not about writ¬ 
ing pohte letters,” he said. “It’s 
about making it pohtically un¬ 
tenable to keep.”

He adds in his first year 
with the city, he has re¬ 
sponded to six dog attack 
calls. 

“It’s not too frequent that 
it happens, but obviously it 
can happen,” he said.

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Road fatalities down over long weekend 


Fewer fatalities were logged 
this weekend on Alberta 
roads, but infractions ap¬ 
pear to be up. 

Alberta’s Integrated Traf¬ 
fic Services reported nearly 
350 more charges over this 
May long weekend com¬ 
pared to last year. 

“There has been some 
5,703 charges over the 
weekend,” said Sgt. Josee 
Valiquette. 

“Most of them were 


speeding offences.” 

There were four fatal 
collisions, with one each in 
Two Hills, Westlock, Picture 
Butte and the Vulcan area. 
In 2013, there were eight 
fatalities over the long 
weekend. 

“Despite those traged¬ 
ies, it was a safer weekend 
on Alberta roads,” said Vali¬ 
quette. 

RCMP said there were 
also 11 impaired driving 


charges and 13 driving sus¬ 
pensions. 

During last year’s May- 
long weekend, officers laid 
a total of 5,357 charges — 
58 of which were impaired 
driving, and 3,901 which 
were speeding violations. 

STARS Air Ambulance was 
also kept busy flying around 
twice as many missions as on 
a typical weekend. 

“On a normal day STARS 
flies about four to five mis¬ 


sion from our three bases. 
This weekend, we were fly¬ 
ing an average of eight to 
nine missions a day,” said 
spokesperson Cam Heke, 
adding they flew a total 
of 35 missions, compared 
to 26 missions during last 
year’s May long weekend. 

Heke said many of those 
calls were in response to in¬ 
cidents involving all-terrain 
vehicles.

The bodies of six dogs in¬ 
itially reported stolen from 
the back of a dog walker’s 
truck were found dumped in 
a ditch in Abbotsford, B.C., 
says an SPCA spokeswoman. 

Lorie Chortyk said the 
agency retrieved the bodies 
of the young- to middle-aged 
dogs and transferred them 
Tuesday to a lab where nec¬ 
ropsies will be done. 

The results are expected 
within a week and will de¬ 
termine how long the dogs 
were left in a vehicle in Lang¬ 
ley, where they are believed 
to have died in hot weather. 

The necropsy results, 
along with interviews with 
the dog walker and any 
witnesses, will be part of 
the SPCA’s report to Crown 
counsel, which will decide if 
animal cruelty charges will 
be laid. 

The SPCA took over the 
investigation on Monday 
after the dog walker admit¬ 
ted the animals were not 
stolen. 

The woman initially told 
police and the dogs’ owners 
that she left her vehicle to

Prince Charles says the need 
to tackle the world’s chal¬ 
lenges became more evident 
for him after the birth of his 
grandson as he highlighted 
Tuesday the need to har¬ 
ness the creativity of young 
people to find innovative 
solutions to those problems.

Car bombs kill

Twin blasts. Death

Nigeria’s emergency agency 
says twin car bombs that ex¬ 
ploded at a bustling bus ter¬ 
minal and market in Nigeria’s 
central city of Jos have killed at 
least 118 people.

Russia. At least 6 dead, 
45 injured after train 
collision near Moscow 


A coUision between a cargo 
train and a passenger train 
near Moscow kiUed at least six 
people Tuesday and left up to 
45 others injured, Russian of¬ 
ficials said. 

The Interior Ministiy said 
the accident happened when 
several cars on a cargo train de¬ 
railed and hit a passenger train 
moving on a parallel track near 
Naro-Fominsk, a town 50 kilo¬ 
metres southwest of Moscow. 

Ofiicials issued contra- 
dictoiy claims about the cause 
of the accident. 

Footage from the crash site 
broadcast by Russian television 
showed one side of a passenger 
car tom away by the collision. 

Nina Suslonova, the Mos¬ 
cow region’s health care min¬ 
ister, told the Rossiya 24 news 
channel that five people were 


confirmed dead at the site. 
Dmitiy Pestov, a deputy head 
of the Moscow region’s govern¬ 
ment, later said that another 
person died in hospital, the 
Interfax news agency reported. 

Those who were injured 
were aU in the same car. 

The Emergency Situations 
Ministiy said 45 people were 
injured and 25 of them were 
hospitalized. It said 15 were in 
grave condition. 

The passenger train had 
been travelling from Moscow 
to Chisinau, Moldova. 

Moscow’s pubhc transport 
department initially said the 
accident was caused by a crack 
in the rail, but the Investiga¬ 
tive Committee said it occurred 
when a cargo container came 
loose and hit the passenger

Tuesday that the panel should 
determine whether any mental 
iUness may have affected Pistor- 
ius’s capacity to be “criminally 
responsible” for killing Reeva 
Steenkamp. 

The period of evaluation 
will be no longer than 30 days, 
the judge said, and will depend 
on how long the panel of four 
experts needs to observe Pistor¬ 
ius and compile a report for the 
court.

Gates is issuing an inter¬ 
national call for more fund¬ 
ing as she helps launch new 
research in the medical jour¬ 
nal The Lancet on the plight 
of new mothers, babies and 
young children in developing 
countries. 

The frank talk from Gates 
means more spending pres¬ 
sure on Prime Minister Ste¬ 
phen Harper as he hosts a 
major international meeting 
next week on his signature 
aid initiative — maternal, 
newborn and child health. 

Harper committed $2.8 
billion to the cause at the 
G8 summit Ganada hosted in 
2010 and is chairing a three- 
day international meeting 
in Toronto as a follow-up to 
raise awareness.

born babies die around the 
world, while another 2.6 mil¬ 
lion are stillborn, the Lancet 
study concluded.

Recep Tayyip Erdogan 
spoke a day after a court 
ordered the arrests of three 
more people as part of probe 
into the coal-mine fire in 
the western town of Soma, 
which killed 301 people. The 
arrests raised the number of 
suspects facing charges of 
negligent death to eight. 



The disaster has pro¬ 
voked anger at a critical 
time for Erdogan, as he 
mulls running in August’s 
presidential election. 

“God willing, everyone 
will draw the necessary les¬ 
sons from this disaster,” 
Erdogan said in his weekly 
speech to ruling party legis¬ 
lators. “We shall be more 
determined than ever to 
increase supervision and to 
take the necessary steps.”

The Brady Bunch is pop cul¬ 
ture’s most famous blended 
family. 

The story of a “lovely 
lady who was bringing 
up three very lovely

girls,” and a “man named 
Brady with three boys of his 
own,” who “would somehow 
form a family,” ran for fives 
seasons on TV, endlessly in 
reruns and even spawned 
two movies. 

“The Brady Bunch is a 
live-action modern fairy tale 
of family,” says Christopher 
Knight who played Peter 
Brady on the original show. 
“In this context it’s less odd 
that it’s lasted for over 30 
years; and why it may last 
in some respects as long as 
Mother Goose!” 

He may be optimistic on 
the eternal appeal of his 
show, but he’s not wrong to 
imply that the idea of blend¬ 
ed families could remain 
the subject of stories and 
movies for years to come. 

This weekend “cine¬ 
matic soulmates” Drew 
Barrymore and Adam 
Sandler reunite for a 
time, follow¬ 
ing The Wedding 
Singer and 50 
First Dates, for 
Blended, a ro¬ 
mantic com¬ 
edy about the 
mixing and 
mingling of 
two families. 

Holly¬ 
wood has 
been blend¬ 
ing screen fam¬ 
ilies for years. The 
grandfather of these 
blended family stor¬ 
ies has to be Yours, 
Mine and Ours. 
Based on the 
memoir Who Gets 
the Drumstick? by 


Helen Beardsley, this 1968 
Lucille Ball, Henry Fonda 
film sees a widow with eight 
kids and a widower with 10 
children (including Mike, 
played by Tim Matheson 
10 years before he found 
fame in Animal House) be¬ 
come one big (almost) happy 
family. 

The film was produced by 
Ball, who became so friend¬ 
ly with the Beardsleys she 
treated all 20 of them to a 
trip to Disneyland. ABC and 
Paramount Studios were so 
impressed with the film they 
gave the green light to the 


similarly themed The Brady 
Bunch show. 

The same year, movie 
legend Doris Day made her 
final big-screen appearance 
in With Six You Get Egg Roll, 
a blended family story about 
a widow with three sons 
who marries a man with a 
daughter. The kids don’t see 
eye to eye, but soon figure 
out a way to live together. 
Released so soon after Yours, 
Mine and Ours, Eggroll got 
good reviews, but, as Roger

X-Men: Days of Future Past 
allows for a rare occurrence, 
not only in the comics fran¬ 
chise but in all movies. It’s a 
time travel picture, with the 
older mutants sending Hugh 
Jackman’s Wolverine back to 
1973 to thwart a dystopian 
future where they’re hunted 
and killed by government 
robots. That means that we 
see both the old and young 
versions of Professor Charles 
Xavier (Patrick Stewart and 
James McAvoy, respectively), 
as well as two Magnetos (Ian 
McKellen and Michael Fass- 
bender). 

That doesn’t mean the 
actors actually get to share 
scenes — though Stewart and 


McAvoy do, once, when both 
characters meet in their con¬ 
joined mind for a little, nerd- 
electrifying powwow. 

“It was James’ first day 
of work and it was my last 
day of work,” recalls Stewart 
of the day it was shot. “My 
bags were packed and I was 
read to get out of Dodge.” He 
says they didn’t belabour the 
scene. “I don’t recall rehears¬ 
ing it. We knew the lines and 
they rolled the cameras and 
it was four minutes’ work. 
I shouldn’t have said that. I 
should have said we worked 
on it for weeks.” 

For McAvoy, he obviously 
had much to draw on for his 
performance. “I’ve been a 
fan [of Stewart’s] for years,” 
McAvoy says. “I watched the 
[X-Men] films, and Star Trek, 
all the way back to Dune. I 
don’t know if anyone remem¬ 
bers Dune.” (Stewart played a 
mulleted Gurney Halleck in 
the 1984 David Lynch film.) 
It wasn’t just about nailing 
Stewart’s performance style, 
though. “I was watching the 
empathy that pours out of 
him in the previous movies. 
It’s the prime characteristic 
of Professor X: This willing¬ 


ness to care and reach out and 
help.” 

He wasn’t the only one 
studying another actor’s per¬ 
formance. Stewart did the 
same to McAvoy. “It made me 
(want) to go back and shoot it 
again, now that I knew where 


I came from. I could get so 
much more James McAvoy 
into that performance,” he 
says, somewhat joking. 

At the same time, Charles 
Xavier is in a very different 
spot than he has been in any 
other movie. “We’ve seen the 


good professor, who has al¬ 
ways had options, and those 
options have been through 
negotiation, persuasion, some 
resolution that will not be vio¬ 
lent,” Stewart says. “From the 
beginning of this movie, there 
is no other option. Our enemy 


this time is not available for 
rational conversation or to be 
reasoned with. The professor 
has to make the decision to 
destroy something to survive. 
It toughened Xavier up.” 

Sadly, Ian McKellen could 
not attend the press junket, 
which would have reunited 
him in New York City with 
his dear friend and funny- 
picture buddy, Stewart. That 
also meant the two Magnetos 
couldn’t butt heads. In fact, 
McKellen and Fassbender 
didn’t even see each other 
on-set. 

“We sort of kept missing 
each other,” Fassbender re¬ 
calls. That doesn’t mean he 
wasn’t studying him anyway. 
“For this one I spent a lot of 
time with this video on You¬ 
Tube, which was Ian McKellen 
in the 1970s doing this work¬ 
shop on ‘Macbeth.’ I was play¬ 
ing that over and over again, 
getting more of the rhythms 
and tones of his voice.” This 
of course means they don’t 
get the on-screen meet-up 
that the two Xaviers enjoyed. 
“Unfortunately we didn’t get 
a scene together. We flipped 
a coin and James and Patrick 
won the toss.” 
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Days of Future Past 



ThinkX-Men 
have powers? 
Checkout 
capitalists 

Peter Dinklage is the main 
baddie in X-Men: Days of 
Future Past, playing Dr. 
Bolivar Trask, a corpor¬ 
ate type who wants to 
design robots to hunt 
and kill mutants, whom 
he perceives as too 
dangerous to be living 
with humans. But Dinklage 
doesn’t like the term 
“villain” — not 
here, nor 
on Game of 
Thrones. 

“1 always 
say the 
highfalu¬ 
tin’ actor 
thing 
of not 
judging 
your villain, 
not seeing him 
as a villain,” 

Dinklage says. 

“He really be- 
heves he’s doing 
the right thing. 


He wants to save human¬ 
kind, worldwide, at the time 
of the Vietnam War, one of 
the worst wars there was — 
although 1 guess they’re all 
bad wars.” 

But good 
intentions, 
however 
misguided, 
runup 
against 
less good 
inten¬ 
tions. 

“He’s also 
a capitahst. 
Those are 
the guys 1 
don’t 


trust: war profiteers. His 
containers [with the robots] 
have his logo on them. The 
guys screaming in a tree in 
Central Park, you get that 
as a New Yorker. But 1 don’t 
get the guys down in Wall 
Street, bleeding people for a 
living.” 

Dinklage’s character gets 
to hobnob with another bad¬ 
die of the 20th centuiy. The 
fihn has Trask pitch his ro¬ 
bots to Richard Nixon, played 
by Mark Camacho. “There’s a 
fine hne where you can easily 
shp into comedic territoiy. 
You can get Rich Little with 
it,” Dinklage says. “Mark 
certainly didn’t do that.” 

Dinklage even says he has 
a kind of histoiy with Nixon. 
“My mother was an ele¬ 
mentary school teacher for 
35 years, and she taught at 
Nixon’s school in New Jersey. 

1 was raised a hberal Demo¬ 
crat, and she was protesting 
Nixon when he was in office. 
And yet we have a picture 
of my mother and President 
Nixon shaking hands.”

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Finding the real Istanbul

Wanderlust. Turkey’s 
famed city has your 
typical tourist haunts, 
but stray from beaten 
path for so much more 


Istanbul, the noisy Turkish 
metropohs on the Bosporus 
Strait lauded by many a travel 
ranking, has much more to of¬ 
fer than grand mosques and 
bazaars. Away from the din of 
typical tourist haimts, a walk 
around the neighbourhoods of 
Karakoy, Balat and Kuzguncuk 
wiU peel back the surface to re¬ 
veal the city’s multilayered his¬ 
tory. As proof of Turkey’s popu¬ 
larity, TripAdvisor just named 
the country the world’s top des¬ 
tination, based on the website’s 
ratings and user reviews. 

Karakoy 

Descending from the Galata 
Tower in the Beyoglu district, 
often regarded as the “pulse of 
Istanbul,” one of the city’s steep¬ 
est hills will lead to Karakoy, an 
up-and-coming area hemming 
the Bosporus Strait. This one¬ 
time industrial neighbourhood 
is still home to a number of 
shops where anything from 
fishing equipment to Bunsen 
burners can be procured. But 
the hardware stores and work¬ 
shops must now negotiate their 
space with new galleries and 
cafes that have created a hub 
for young hipsters. Past the 
Karakoy feny terminal, one 
street over from the water, look 
for Namli Gurme, a restaurant 
and small marketplace ofiering 
a large selection of “mezes,” 
or cold appetizers. Also served 
here is a cut of meat called 
“lokum,” which means Turk¬ 
ish delight and is the term for 
anything wildly tasty and juicy 
(imlike the narrower meaning 
of the term Turkish delight out¬ 


side the countiy, referring only 
to chewy sugaiy candies). 

Balat 

The Balat district is a quiet his¬ 
toric area by the Golden Horn, 
the narrowest stretch of the 
Bosporus. Its twisting streets 
and weathered houses, like 
antiques in an open museum, 
echo a past occupied by waves 
of Jewish, Greek, Bulgarian 
and Armenian residents. The 
area is now home mainly to 


working-class Turks from Black 
Sea towns and Gentral Anato¬ 
lia. Adventurous tourists who 
can find the beauty in the de¬ 
caying buildings and are will¬ 
ing to forgo the reliabifity of a 
map will enjoy wandering the 
hiUy streets. Walking from the 
Galata Bridge by the seaside 
toward the end of the Golden 
Horn, the Gul Mosque is not 
to be missed. Formerly known 
as Saint Theodosia church, 
the cross-in-square orthodox 


church was converted into a 
mosque by Ottomans. 

Kuzguncuk 

On the Asia side of this con¬ 
tinental crossroads of a city, 
the quiet, pictorial village of 
Kuzguncuk is minutes away 
from the Uskudar ferry ter¬ 
minal. It’s lauded as a quieter, 
perhaps less jaded version of 
upscale Ortakoy on the Euro¬ 
pean side. It is another well- 
known Jewish quarter, home 


to two synagogues. Among the 
seaside fish restaurants bearing 
views of the Bosporus Bridge, 
Ismet Baba generates the most 
fanfare. Uiyanizade Sokak, 
running perpendicularly from 
Ismet Baba and the seaside, 
is a restored street lined with 
Ottoman houses and studios 
for artists. Farther north, the 
waterside showcases a string of 
Istanbul’s famous classic wood¬ 
en-framed mansions, known as 

“yah.” THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
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The Istanbul neighbourhood of Karakoy, with its cafes and galleries, has become a hub for the young, the associated press

Arthur Conan Doyle’s 
beloved character 
continues to fascinate 


The Museum of London is turn¬ 
ing its magnifying glass on the 
most famous Londoner who 
never lived: Sherlock Holmes. 

The museum on Tuesday 
annoimced an exhibition de¬ 
voted to Arthur Conan Doyle’s 
Victorian detective, featuring 
eveiything from handwritten 
manuscripts to the coat worn 
by Benedict Cumberbatch in 
the BBC series Sherlock. 

It’s the first time the his- 
toiy museum has built a show 
around a fictional character. 
But Holmes is one of those rare 
creations who has long outlived 
his creator and captured the 
public imagination for more 
than a centuiy. 

“There are people out there 
who think he’s a real person,” 
said Alex Werner, the exhib¬ 
ition’s lead curator. “His profile 
has never been higher.” 

Werner said with a new gen¬ 
eration discovering the charac¬ 
ter through the BBC’s “playful 
and reverential” adaptation, 
the timing seemed right for a 
major retrospective. 

“This is the moment to say: 
He is one of London’s icons. He 
helped make London what it 
is,” Werner said. 

Werner said the aim was to 
“peel back the layers” of a char¬ 
acter who is simultaneously 
cerebral sleuth, forensic scien¬ 
tist, drug-taking bohemian and 
archetypal Englishman. 

The show draws liberally

The exhibition — which 
opens Oct. 17 and runs to 
April 12 — examines the 
origins of Sherlock Holmes 
in a series of stories by 
doctor-turned-writer Conan 
Doyle, and his evolution 
through myriad stage and 
screen adaptations. 


from the museum’s large col¬ 
lection of Victorian costumes 
and artifacts, including a 19th- 
centuiy syringe; Holmes infam¬ 
ously relieved boredom with a 
seven-per cent solution of co¬ 
caine in water. 

The Free libraiy of Phila¬ 
delphia has loaned pages from 
Edgar Allan Poe’s handwrit¬ 
ten manuscript for the 1841 


stoiy The Murders in the Rue 
Morgue. It’s often considered 
the first modem detective yam 
and was a childhood favourite 
of Conan Doyle. 

There’s also an oil portrait of 
Conan Doyle, painted in 1897 
by Sidney Paget, whose illustra¬ 
tions for the original stories in 
Strand magazine created the 
lean, hawkish Holmes of popu¬ 
lar imagination. Pat Hardy, the 
museum’s curator of paintings, 
prints and drawings, noted that 
the solid, moustache-sporting 
Conan Doyle looks distinctly 
Dr. Watson-ish. 

And no modem Sherlock 
show would be complete with¬ 
out the fiowing Belstaff over¬ 
coat worn by Cumberbatch in 
Sherlock — a garment that’s 
something of a style icon in it¬ 
self

Your resume is just straight- 
up terrible 

You’re young and you may not 
have loads of work experience. 

That’s fine, but in 2014 
there’s no reason your resume 
should have zero layout, be ex¬ 
tremely disorganized, and/or be 
longer than if you had 20-plus 
years’ experience. 

It’s so easy to have a clean, 
crisp resume. Get started by 
searching “free resume tem¬ 
plates” in Google and download 
one ASAP; all you’ll need to do 
is fill in the blanks. 

In the long run, you’ll prob¬ 
ably want to make a resume 
from scratch, but seeing sam¬ 
ples can help you start thinking 
about (and planning) your own. 

If you don’t have much 
work experience, showcase 
other accomplishments you

They swamped the flat-foot¬ 


ed Canadiens 7-2 in the series 
opener on Monday afternoon 
but then needed a 40-save effort 
from goalie Henrik Lundqvist 
to pull out a 3-1 win on Monday. 

Game 3 is set for Thursday 
night in New York. 

In 2004, the Canadiens 
came back to beat Boston in 
the opening roimd but then 
were swept by the Lightning. 
This year, Montreal is again 
coming off a Game 7 win over 
the Bruins and is in danger of 
losing in four straight to the 
Rangers. 

That has Richards, a RE.l.

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Ex-players: NFL 
dispensed drugs 
recklessly 

Opening another legal 
attack on the NFL over 
the long-term health of its 
athletes, a group of retired 
players accused the league 
in a lawsuit Tuesday of sup¬ 
plying them with powerful 
painkillers and other drugs 
that kept them in the game 
but led to serious complica¬ 
tions later in life. 

The lawsuit, which seeks 
unspecified damages on 
behalf of more than 500 
ex-athletes, charges the NFL 
with putting profits ahead 
of players’ health. 

To speed injured ath¬ 
letes’ return to the field, 
team doctors and trainers 
dispensed drugs illegally, 
without obtaining prescrip¬ 
tions or warnings of the 
possible side effects, the 
plaintiffs contend. 

Some football players 


said they were never told 
they had broken bones 
and were instead fed pills 
to mask the pain. One said 
that instead of surgeiy, he 
was given anti-inflamma¬ 
tory drugs and excused 
from practices so he could 
play in games. Others said 
that after years of free pills 
from the NFL, they retired 
addicted to painkillers. 

The case comes less than 
a year after the NFL agreed 
to pay $765 million to settle 
lawsuits from thousands of 
retired players who accused 
it of concealing the risks of 
concussions.

Depending on how you like 
your compact car configured, 
you’ll either love or ignore the 
2014 Dodge Dart. 

If you like base models, with 
their keen pricing and the extra 
fuel efiiciency provided by their 
smallish engines, you might 
want to look elsewhere. 

The Dodge SE base model’s 
2.0-litre engine is neither fuel 
efiicient nor snappy. 

If you want to spend a bit 
more, and can, the Aero model 
is veiy fuel-eflBcient and snappy. 
Its high-tech 1.4-litre turbo en¬ 
gine, with 160 horsepower and 
184 Ib-ft of torque, is entertain¬ 
ing, especially when mated to 
the six-speed manual. Its only 
other transmission option is a 
fancy-pants dual-clutch version 
that promises quick and fun 
shifts in either self-shifting or 
automatic mode. But that trans¬ 
mission’s “herky-jerky” man¬ 
ners at low speeds around town 
has not won it many fans. 


So for model year 2015, 
Ghrysler decided a couple of 
adjustments were in order for 
Dart. 

The engine and transmis¬ 
sion combination that did get 
some love from customers 
was the conventional six-speed 
automatic transmission and the 
2.4-litre “Tigershark” Multi-Air 
engine with 184 horsepower 
and 171 Ib-ft of torque. In 2013 
the Tigershark was only avail¬ 
able on the top-shelf GT model. 
For 2014, the engine has been 
made standard on the mid-level 


SXT and Limited models, as 
well as GT. 

Hallelujah. 

Our test victim was one of 
these newly endowed Darts — 
an SXT, outfitted with the six- 
speed automatic. 

Energuide rates this vehicle 
at 9.2 L/lOO km Gity, and 6.3 
Highway. 

It’s a comely and well- 
equipped beast. 

The extra blackness of 
the Rally Group’s aluminum 
wheels and front grille really 
“pops” amid the overall white¬ 


ness of this particular SXT. 1 
always thought the Dart was a 
handsome vehicle; this black- 
and-white version is even more 
so. 

On the road, the Dart feels 
really stable and confident and 
comfortable — a result of lots 
of European-based Fiat and Aha 
engineering in its chassis DNA. 
While the engine and transmis¬ 
sion combo are super smooth 
and powerful, I wouldn’t caU it 
charismatic. But that large, im- 
stressed engine really suits the 
Dart.

Confirm proper operation 
from the motorized doors and 
tailgate, if equipped, ensuring 
each is able to open and close 
as expected several times with 
no failures. 

These components typically 
tend to become problematic as 
the vehicle ages and wears out. 
Note that a malfunctioning 
power liftgate may be suffering 
from a bad sensor or require 
some adjustment. 

Confirm proper climate- 
control system operation, mak¬ 
ing sure controls for all three 
zones (driver, front passenger 
and rear) are working properly, 
and that both heated and air- 



conditioned air makes it way 
to each zone as expected. 

When test driving, ‘listen’ 
to the Quest’s suspension for 
any sign of clunking, popping 
or rattling sounds, which indi¬ 
cate a worn-out bushing, strut 
or other component.

Feel for any unwelcomed 
sensations from the CVT trans¬ 
mission.

All Quest

Reported problems were 
very minimal and not 
reported with enough 
frequency to warrant 
much concern. Maximum 
long-term peace of mind 
will come from a Quest 
without motorized doors, 
and one that’s sold as part 
of a Nissan Pre-Owned 
program with full service 
records.

The car company is 
researching sensors 
that can tell when the 
driver is sleepy or not 
paying attention

One of the major factors in car 
crashes is driver inattention. It 
can be deadly to ignore what’s 
happening outside the wind¬ 
shield, whether because of fa¬ 
tigue, daydreaming, or looking 
at the stereo or a phone. 

Several automakers are 
working on solutions to the 
problem, including Volvo, 
which is researching sensors 
that watch the driver. By mon¬ 
itoring such things as where 
the driver is looking, head pos¬ 
ition and angle, and how open 
the eyes are, the system can 
recognize inattention and take 
steps to ensure safety. 

“If you know that a driver 
is distracted, you can activate 
features such as a forward 
colhsion warning,” says Per 
Landfors, project leader for 
drive support functions at 
Volvo Cars in Sweden. “This is 
still in the experimental stage. 
The sensors aren’t much differ¬ 
ent (from existing ones), but 
what’s new is how they’re con¬ 
nected to the car, and how the 
car adapts to you.” 

The technology uses a 
sensor that’s mounted on the 
dash in front of the driver. It 
uses infrared hght, emitted 
by small LEDs, to illuminate 
the driver to be visible to the 
sensor. People can’t see infra¬ 
red, so the driver doesn’t no¬ 
tice it. 

The sensor works hke a 
camera and takes pictures, but 
doesn’t store them. Instead, it

analyzes the information in 
the picture, discards it, and 
then repeats the process, sev¬ 
eral times a second. “The car 
doesn’t save any pictures, nor 
does it have a driver surveil¬ 
lance function,” Landfors says. 

If the sensor reahzes that a 
driver isn’t paying attention, it 
can activate some of the car’s 
safety functions, depending 
on what it detects. For a sleepy 
driver, something hke a quick 
brake pulse could wake him 
up. If the driver is distracted, 
systems that warn about im¬ 
minent colhsions, or that can 
stop the car completely if it’s 
about to hit something, can 
be adjusted to intervene much 
sooner than they normally 
would. “If you’re totally aware 
of what’s going on, these can 
intervene a little bit later,” 
Landfors says. “You only get 
the warning when you need 
it.” 

The system also has the po¬ 
tential to enhance driving for 
an alert operator. For example, 
if the system detects that the 
driver is looking at something 
on the road, it could aim the 
headhghts toward it for better 
visibihty. 

Although the current 
system under development 
doesn’t save or upload photos, 
Landfors says that at some 
time in the future, it is possible 
that the sensor could take a 
picture of the driver following 
a crash and forward it to emer¬ 
gency personnel, who would 
know in advance what type of 
trauma care will be necessaiy.

Silverado HD has natural gas option 

Chevrolet is taking compressed natural gas-powered 
engines seriously, says Autoweek magazine, with a 
version of the 2015 Silverado HD that runs on either 
gasoline or compressed natural gas. 

The Silverado 2500 HD CNG’s engine has been inter¬ 
nally modified to run on CNG. It makes 360 horsepower 
and 380 pound-feet of torque running on gasoline, and 
301/333 on natural gas. 

That tradeoff in power is offset by the savings 
offered by burning natural gas, however: Chevrolet 
claims that the Silverado HD CNG will save owners 
$2,000 US a year in fuel costs over 41,600 kilometres 
based on U.S. pricing for fuel, running on CNG 75 per 
cent of the time. Running on CNG and gas, the truck 
will travel more than 1,000 kilometres.
